Vatican security forces carried, 
away 10 of the protesters who clung to the gates of St. Peter’s 
Basilica and asked Pope John Paul II to :.i"d their cause. The 
Iranians were charged with perjury, police -aid. Police sources 
said all 22 gave the same name when asked to identify ihcniscbes. 
They were placed in Regina Cocli Prison near l he Vatican. The 
demonstrators chanted slogans and unfurled banners in the plaza 
in. front for the largest church in Christendom.

The Washington Slur ' s cor- 
respondent David Haicvy. in u 
story published Thursday, alleged 
that Mr. Begin had refused to give 
the Internal Security Service — 
known by its Hebrew initials Shin 
Beth — a free hand in the probe, 
and that the Shin Beth director 
had resigned in protest. 

The director, whose name can’t 
be published under Israeli law. 
said he had asked Mr. Begin 
before the bombings to relieve 
him of the post in which he had 
served for six years. Mr. Begin' s 
office said the prime minister 
already had chosen a successor 
who will take the job at the end of 
the year. 

"We are making every possible 


effort to make progress and come 
up with results, and this is without 
doubt bv direct order of the prime 
minister.” the Shin Beth director 
said in an Israel Radio interview. 

Asked why his men had not 
interrogated Mr. Shak'a. the sec- 
urity chief said he did not think it 
necessary. 

A statement from Mr. Bcgin's 
office said: “Since evil people 
began spreading lies, there never 
has been such a base lie as that 
published hy the Washington 
Star." It also said: “There ncx'er 
was a more intensive investigation 
conducted." 

There has been no indication of 
progress in the investigation, and 
the ambush murder of the settlers 
in Hebron also remains unsolved. 

The Shin Beth director claimed 
an 85 per cent success rate in sol- 
ving Palestinian commando cases.

a' tragic farce from the beginning. No sooner had the dust 
' cleared. than senior Israeli officials were assuring anyone 
who would listen that the bombers were most likely — for

to have be'eh Arabs themselves. But it was when the police 
‘. supposedly began making “inquiries" that such con- 
temptible official utterances began to pale. The inves-

THE REPUBLICAN Party platform on which 
Mr. Ronald Reagan is running for president says 
America's first line of defence, its network of 
friendly nations and alliances, has been under- 
mined by “ the inept conduct of foreign affairs" of 
the Carter administration. 

One of the results, it charges, is that the 
Middle East is imperiled. 

The nations of the Middle East and Gulf have 
suffered an “unprecedented level” of political, 
economic and military turmoil in the past three 
years, the platform says. 

The Soviet Union has been prompt in turning 
these sources of instability to its advantage and is 
now in “an excellent position to exploit the chaos 
in Iran and to foment similar upheavals^ in other 
countries in the region, it adds. 

The p/atform says the Soviet goal cieariy is to 
use subversion and the threat of miliary inter- 
vention to establish “a controlling influence over 
the region's resource-rich states, and thereby to 
gain decisive political and economic leverage over 
Western and Third World nations vulnerable to 


economic coercion. 


Soviet efforts to gain “bases in areas astride the 
major sea lanes” of the world have been successful 
due to their use of military power, either directly 
or indirectly or through Cuban and other Soviet 
bloc forces, says the Republican platform.

OECD report dismisses 
deep recession in Japan 
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PARIS. Aug. 8 (R)--Japan is 
unlikely to go into a deep reces- 
sion us a result of the last round of 
oil price rises although economic 
growth will probably cunlinue to 
slow in the next 12 months, 
according to a report published 
here today. 

The report from the Organ- 
isation for Economic Corporation 
and Development (OECD) said 
Japan, which is heavily dependent 
on imported oil. was better placed 
to meet the second oil shock than 
the first-in 1973/74. 

As a result,. -the 1 -decline in 
growth which should he seen this 
■year is likely .to be a limited one. 
. The-organisa non"; wh ich groups 
the leading non-communist indus- 
trialised countries, "recently fore- 


cast that Japan’s Gross National 
Product would grow about 3.75 
per cent in the year to mid- 1981. 
compared with a probably 5.5 per 
cent this year and 5.9 per cent last 
year. 

However it warned that uncer- 
tainty over the economic pros- 
pects of other major member 
countries meant there was a risk 
that Japan’s growth might weaken 
more than forecast. 

The OECD urged the Japanese 
government to give priority to 
containing inflation and to make 
few iuljusiment* to its restrictive 
monetary and fiscal policies until 
they had achieved tangible results. 

It has forecast a 7.5 per cent rise 
in consumer prices in 1 980 against 
3.1 per cent last year, although

French fastest in Grand Prix practice 

HOCKENHEIM, West Germany. Aug. 8 (R) — The tragic death 
of French driving ace Patrick Dcpailicr in practice has over- 
shadowed the German Grand Prix to be held here on Sunday. 

Depuillcr. 35. hit a crash-barrier in his Alfa Romeo Iasi Friday 
on the so-called East Curve, where this year's Formula One ears, 
equipped with new aerofoil and other road-hold inc improve- 
ments, can sweep through at speeds of up to 200 kilometres an 
hour. 

Alan Jones of Australia, who leads the Formula One champ- 
ionship, told reporters of the' hazards of the curve before 
Depaillcr's crash. In contrast to last year, the curve was being 
taken in fifth gear at full throttle, he said. 

Jones, who-won the British Grand Prix last month in a Williams 
to notch up his third successive Grand Prix victory this year, is six 
points ahead of sccond-placcd Nelson Piquet of Brazil, who 
finished second at Brand's Hatch in a Brabham. 

Renault drivers Rene Arnoux and Jean -Pierre Jabouillc of 
France set the fastest times in the first practice session today, of 
two minutes 0.15 seconds and 2:U0.5(> respective l> . 

Piquet was third fastest in 2:01.71. ahead of fourth-placed 
Jacques Laffitc of France in a Ligier. 

Another Frenchman. Didicr Pironi. was the fifth quickest and 
he will be out to make it for his Ligier' s disappointing Brand's 
Hatch performance caused by lyre trouble. 

English football kicks off on Saturday 

EON DON, Aug. 8 ( R) - The English football season kicks off on 
Saturday with the traditional carefree meeting of the league 
champions and the cup winners for the Charily Shield at 
Wembley. 

Liverpool, who won the league last season for the fourth time in 
five years, and Second Division West Ham United, who upset 
London neighbours Arsenal in the Football Association (FA) 
Cup Final, will be expected to serve up a tasty appetiser for the 1 0 
months of action to come. 

While both clubs will be eager to secure the first piece of 
silverware on offer, this is the one match in the year in which 
entertainment is judged more important than victory.

LONDON. \ug. 8 (AP)— Surrey advanced its hopes of closing 
the gap on County cricket championship leaders Middlesex today 
with a 104 run victory over Glamorganshire at the oval. Surrey 
declared its second inpings closed at 213 for 5, a lead of 320. 

Former Pakistan captain and test spinner Intikhab Alam 
bowled Surrey to its important victory . He bowled 30 overs, 
taking 5 for 85 and securing vital wickets when required, although 
Glahorgan held Surrey up almost to the hitter end. 

Another championship challenger, Nottinghamshire, had to 
settle for two Umax points in a drawn rain-hit match against 
Lancashire at Trent Bridge. 

The captains. Clive Rice and Frank Haves, tried to force a 
finish, with three declarations today, hut when Lancashire was left 
to make 2l»4 in 145 minutes it ended at 93 for 3. with Haves 45 not 
out. 

Mike Procter's personal destruction of Worcestershire con- 
tinued today when he took his haul of wickets in the match to 14. 

Gloucester ruh ire's South African captain, whose 7 for 16 yes- 
terday was the best bowling in the county championship this 
season, took another seven, for 60. today. Procter, who also 
scored 103 runs in the match, has an amazing "liking" for Wor- 
cestershire. Last season he took 8 for 30 against [he county, and 
two years ago returned 7 for 35. 

Tanzania may withdraw from African Games 

D \ R ES S \ L \ \.M. Aug. 8 ( R)-Tanzania may not take part in 
the forthcoming Fast and Central African athletics .md boxing 
championships because they are mainly intended tor teams which 
boycotted the Moscow Olympics, the government daily news, said 
yesterday. 

It quoted National Sports Council Secretary -General Victor 
Mkodo as sn\ ing Tanzania w as considering withdrawing from the 
championships, m be held in Cairo and Nairobi, because "the two 
meetings would serve no purpose for our teams. Moreover the 
meeting is contradictory to the standing of the Supreme Council 
of Sports in Africa ISCSA)." 

The SC'S A had discouraged zonal and regional competitions 
organised about the same time as major international com- 
petitions like the Olympics, the commonwealth and all- Africa 
games. Mr. Mkodo said. 

More than 15 countries, all of whom joined the U.S.-led boy- 
cott of Moscow to protest Soviet intervention in Afghanistan, 
have said they will participate in the championships. But Uganda, 
Ethiopia, and Zambia who ajong with Tanzania participated in the 
Olympics, have not x»tid whether they will take pan.

Along with' Mr. Affatigato, 
French police arrested his brother, 
the sister-in-law, one male friend 


and the British girlfriend. Their 
precise identities were not dis- 
closed and' all four were -released 
without chaTge,- officials said. 

The arrest. in the aftermath of 
three ’ assassination attempts on 
Paris' streets in- the past ihree 
weeks, stirred renewed calls that 
France should- put a halt to the 
dirtying of the welcome mat it sets 

out for political dissidents. 

'"The president of rhe republic, 
the prime minister, the interior 
minister have all proclaimed on 

several occasions -- and just 
recently again -- their firm will to 
protect the true nature of the right 
of asylum, to prevent its cor- 
ruption," the daily Le Figaro said 
in a front page editorial. "It is 
more than time to take action." 

Le Figaro also expressed shock 
that even though Italian courts 
had twice convicted him in absen- 
tia for aiding a notorious Italian 
right-wing extremist. Mr. 
.Affatigato “lived and worked 
tranquilly on the Riviera, under 
his own name, with papers and 
working permit in order."

The 38 -year-old journalist was arrested on Wednesday night by 
armed civilians who were Waiting fof her when'she walked into the 
Hotel La Psu. Two ofher American journalists, Mr. Gary Tredway, 
38, a correspondent for the Voice pf America, and Ms. Beryl Bernay 
of NBC radio New York, were' arrested with Miss Spooner and 
released a few hours later . 

Other sources said Gen. Luis Garda Meza's government was toying 
with the idea of bringing Miss Spooner to trial for allegedly defaming 
the new regime. The sources**!? d* matter was discussed at a cabinet 
meeting on Thursday, and that the reaction among cabinet members 
was positive. 

The newspaper Ultima Horn quoted the Minister of the Interior as 
saying Miss Spooner's case would be handed over to the courts. 

The paper said its reporter saw Miss Spooner in the Interior Minis- 
try shortly before noon, and that she had not been mistreated but was 
being held incomunicado. 

The government has not said what in particular has offended offi- 
cials about Miss Spooner's reporting, bat the government-controlled 
press has called her “a journalist imposter' ’ who transmits “false 
dispatches.'' 

Mbs Spooner was described as a freelance writer Tor the Financial 
Times of London, The Economist of London and the National 
Catholic Reporter.

— A controversial immigration 
law went into effect last Wed- 
nesday. strictly controlling the 
entry of foreigners into Brazil, a 
nation often praised as a melting 
pot of European, African and 
native cultures.

Mexico water, rivals rhe most 
intense Atlantic hurricane of all 
time, an unnamed storm that 
killed 4QS people in the Florida 
Keys in 1935.
